Never before has there 
been a book like the 
new book of Uaz^aret 
Stoniy "Retura of the 
Dove." Written in glov¬ 
ing English, with power¬ 
ful words and dashes of i 
wit and ehaiming good ' 
humor, you are lifted 
to the veiy stars.

inventor. Most people 
have never heard of him, 
yet we have him to thank 
for alternating ouirent. 

Ajoordlng to the Auth- 
-or^, the space people 
have stated that Nikola 
was bom on board their 
ship on a flight from 
Venus, and that they 
landed on earth at mid- 
might, between July 1 
and 10, 1856« This was 
not, she says, the kind 
of blxth we know on 
earth. Nikola had an 
earth mother who cared 
for him with a rare 
tenderness, and it was 
said that she too was 
a Venusian. 

Margaret Storm contin¬ 
ues: "The New Age mani¬ 
festations are ready, 
the space people are 
ready> the disciples are 
ready, but the masses 
are still busy wlththeir 
endless rounds of eating 
drinking, sleeping and 
procreation, interspersed 
by their efforts to make 
enough money to keep 
the other four projects 
going." 


All through the book 
trudge the laggards 
that great majority of 
human beings of this 
planet who refuse to 
accept the Light of the 
new day and who ridicule 
and persecute all those 
who offer them a tiny 
spark of Light—hope. 
Their burdens of fear— 
death, eternal punish¬ 
ment, si^rstltutlon, 
and doctrines of vicar¬ 
ious atonement bear 
heavily upon their 
shoulders, but they oan^ 
not or dare not change.
